CRAKES FOE RIJEKA HARBOR — BorVa, No 66, 19 Mar k9 

Four cranes have v ~An reconstructed from parts of damaged cranes salvaged 
from the sea by divers and have been B©t up on the **10 Rujna* Wharf in Rijeka 
Harbor , Of all tho cranes in the harbor during the war, not one remained un- 
damaged, and the harbor itself vae pif-percent destroyed. 

The capacity of the cranes has been increased by adding 3 meters at the 
top* Now each crane can lift a load of l£ tons. 

Three cranes received as reparations from Hungary were set up recently on 
what ie now the Zagreb wharf, which had no cranes before the war. Installation 
of these cranes was delayed because the factory which built them kept putting 
off sending installation personnel, as a result of the Cominform Resolution. 
Finally the cranes were put up, in a very short time, by skilled workers from 
the ’’Traci MaJ" Shipyard, 

These cranes handle about 100,000 tons of freight plus about 150,000 tone 
of unit goods per month. 

SPECIAL TRAITS FOR TOURISTS — Borba, ho 7 0, 23 Mar k9 

During the tourist season, eight special trains per month, with aoocsnodA- 
ticna for 5°° passengers, will b© run from Belgrade to the Adriatic ooast. Four 
of the trains will efi bo Split via Zagreb and four to Rijeka. 

last yoer one of the chief defects of the tourist season was the lack of 
transportation for tourists. Special trains were run only on occasions to the 
largest resorts. This year workers who wish to spend their annual vacations on 
the Adriatic will be assured cf a place on a special train, under the terms of 
a contract signed by the "Tutaik” (Traveler) Travel Agency and the Ministry of 
Railroads. 

If there file not enough passengers from Belgrade, the speoial trains will 
be made up in tho Zagreb station, and tourists will travel as far as Zagreb in 
speoial cars cn regular trains . Thor© vi 11 also be a motor train to carry 
tourists from Sarajevo to Zoleni . 

The Jodraneka Llriska 1'I.cvldba (Adriatic Navigation Line) will furnish 
water transportation every day except. Sundays, eo that tourists may continue 
their Journey from Split or Rijeka without delay. 

The travel agency also )ias signed contracts with hotel enterpriees provid- 
ing that rooms and beds will bo assigned only to persons who hare registered with 
the agency. 

The first special train will be made up at Zagreb on 13 April. 
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
